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OTTAWA — While we await announce- 
ment of the military vote and a prospective 
increase of two. or three in the Liberal 
strength in the new Commons, it seems clear 
that no matter how John Diefenbaker twists 
and turns he cannot long cling to the prime 
ministership. 


He is entitled to call Parliament together 
as quickly as possible and seek a vote of 
confidence. He cites the precedent of 1925, 
But he overlooks the more recent precedent 
of 1957, when Prime Minister St, Laurent 
vesigned in circumstances identical with 
those facing Mr. Diefenbaker today 

Besides, the similarity between 1925 and 
1963 is moré apparent than real. While 
Mackenzie King had only 101 members fol- 
lowing the 1925 election, compared with 
Meighen's 116 Tories, the third, party of that 
day, the Progressives, had elected 24. The 
Progressives had supported King's minority 
Liberal government from 1921 to 1925, so 
King really had.a plurality, — 

Diefenbaker has no neo-Progressive 
group at his beck. The Socreds deserted him 
Feb. 5. Socred Leader Thompson has said he 
will not support Diefenbaker. And anyway, 
the combined Tory and Socred strength is a 
baker's dozen short of a majority, and_short' 
even of the Liberal plurality.

The 
great divisive issue. between Grits and 
socialists, the question of nuclear arms, 
must be attacked frontally.
